REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application in light of the present amendment and remarks is 
respectfully requested. In the present response, claims 11, 18, and 19 have been canceled, and 
claims 1-3, 6-12, and 15-19 have been amended. Claims 1-10 and 12-17 remain pending in this 
application. 

Forma) matters 

The Abstract of the Disclosure has been objected to because of the presence of the word 
"means" at line 8. In response, Applicant has submitted an appropriate replacement paragraph 
that cures this objection by replacing the word "means" with the word -way--. Accordingly, the 
Abstract of the Disclosure is now believed to be in compliance with all formal requirements. 

Claims 1-3, 6-12, and 15-19 have been objected to on various grounds. In response, 
Applicant has amended claims 1-3, 6-12, and 15-17 substantially in accordance with Examiner's 
suggestions. 

Claims 18 and 19 have been canceled, as those claims appear to be merely duplicative of 
claims 15 and 16. 

Accordingly, claims 1-3, 6-12, and 15-17 are now believed to be in compliance with all 
formal requirements. 

Substantive matters 

Claim 11 has been rejected under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by Kominami (U.S. 
Patent 6,424,100). This rejection is moot in view of Applicant's cancellation of claim 11. 

Claims 1-10 and 12-19 have been indicated as allowable, subject to curing of the formal 
objections to claims 1-3, 6-12, and 15-19. The present amendments to claims 1-3, 6-12, and 15-
